Now fo the purpoſe,after waſhing in ſwete waters, 
in came my bzeakfaſt,ſo ſumptuous , that Partriges were 
eſteemed palterie foz Pages , Pheſauntes foz common 
folke . Bzeakfalſt finiſhed, on went mine armour : but be⸗ 
ing once apparailed and armed, J cared not foz my ſoules 
health. J had no dcſtrs toheare the woꝛde of God, no feare 
to followe his commaundementes , oz to doe anye thing 
fitte foza Chaiſtian, towardes his ſaluation.

Upon all this, Folly put me on an other armonr,called 
Vaine glorie, which is of ſuch a pzopertie,that the greater it 
grewe, the leſſe J perteiued it: then on went my girdle ol 
intemperauncie, which did let loſe the bꝛidle of lecherie, 
and all other fleſhlye affections. To it was tyed my \wozd 
of rebellion: ſo that then J rebelled againſt God, his holie 
commaundements, and all Pagiſtrates and ſuperiours. 
But ik J had bzideled my boldneſſe, repzebending my lelke, 
my deſires and affedions, and had reſted in reaſon, without 
rebellinge, then had J ſerned God, and obeyed my betters, 
with all duetifull reuerence Dame Folly diſguiſed mes 
with the helment of wanfonneſſe, vppon the toppe wheres

of the waye, J will tell thee of the molt pzincipalleft . 
Firſt the wozlde and J tame together, and becauſe 1 


founde no man in the woꝛlde, J aſcended bp into heauen, 


and there aſſaulted the excellenteſt Angel of all the whole 
companie, called (Lucifer)who at my pꝛeſent arrinall,ens 
terteyned and receiued me foz his gouerneſſe , and ſo dyd 
manie mo of his coequalls, By my counſell he aduaunced 
bimlelfe to be fellowe mate with God, foz the which pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption both he and his were th2uſt out f heaven , and 
thzowne headlong into hel, That was the rſt of mine ex⸗ 

Shoztly after God made man , and of his ribbe fatio- 
ned woman,theſe two were huſband and wife, with them 


both J had much a doe, becauſe they were full of wiſe- 


dome and reaſon, J bled the helpe and ſabtiltie of a Der- 
pent, to tempt the woman, beeing the weaker , who with 
his deceiptefull wozdes, wonne her to eate of the apple, 
which God fozbadde to bee eaten.

wife, he had another ſon called Trabeta, who by right of ſuc⸗

ahs death, they honoꝛed him as a hotly man. Foz in thoſe dates

Ch I perſwaded þ people to offer 
ſactifice vnto him, as vnto god, vy which veed they became al 
Adolaters, fo i they had eſtemed tht na better thẽ holy me, 
they had not ſinned in that,foz in deede he was a holy man.

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God: Ir is not lawfull (ſaith he) to offer any ſacrifice to a- 


in Saint, be it Man or Angell,but onely to God, After the 


deftcuction of Troye, Aeneas came into Italy,bzinging with 
him his owne Jdolls, and the Gods of Troye: herevppon 
Idolatrie toke fozce,and increaſed moze and moze, J thinke 
(quod Folly)that this which J haue tolde the already may 


ſuffice to declare, how Jdolarie entred the wozld firlt. 


Thou haſt heard alſo, how J gouerned Angells e Nations. 


Now thou ſhalt vnderſtand how IJ haue ruled and o2dered 
perticular perſons, 


Akter the floud, J firſt ruled Cham, Noahs ſonne, who be⸗ 
ing wholly giuen to the Pagicall Art, obtained and had the 
name of Zoraſtes. He hated bis father, becauſe he loued his 


other b2other better then him. Jn reuenge whereof vppon 


a day? he found his father Noah dꝛunke, lieng faſt a ſlæpe 
vpon the ground, vnhoneſtly he diſcouered his fathers pꝛiui⸗ 
ties: and (by my counſell) be pꝛeſumed to touch thoſe his 
ſecret parts, and inchaunted them by his Magicall Arte, ſo 
that euer after foꝛ want of abilitie , be could not ioyne iſſue 
with any woman, to beget childzen. Bis Father being angry 
thereat, abandoned him foz a ſeafon . After that, he became 
the firſt King and Saturne of Acgyvpt, inſomuch as the holy 
Striptures calleth Cham the fi firſt King of Acgy pt, 
Againe,by my counſell he trained vp his people, accoz- 
ding to his owne nature, in all villany and filthinefe,open- 
ly affirming that men might lawfully vſe and haue to doe 
with their owne mothers , daughters,and ſifters, as was 
the cuſtome befoze the floud and alſo to commit many other

which docrine,naturall virginitie-was oftentimes violent- 


ly aſſaulted and rauiſhed, Then my friend Cham went into 
Italy. e vſurped the realme to himſelfe. And whereas other 


Pꝛinces of his lynage in Germany, Spaine & Fraunce gane 


god examples to their ſubtecs,inftructing them in god and 
- godly lawes; he contrariwiſe, ſpopled all the youths in Ita - 


ly, cozrupting them with all kinds of vices,as vlurie, theft, 
ſelke 
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ſelfe was the firſt inuentour, as all Hiſtoꝛiographers hold 


opinion. But when his god father Noah vnderſtod of it, he | 


came into Italy, and hunted him from thence, 

Ik J ſhould wzite alk the euili vedes of Cham, it would 
be a waightte pece of: wozke, and the matter would ſeme 
monſtrous , But at the 'faft-by / btmreife ouer as 
mong Bractiens, a poopie inhabiting towarves-the Iodians, 
where by his inchauntment, the people bocame bis ſubie ds, 
and he raigned ouer them with great foice and power. Pet 
at the laſt, he was vanquilhed and llaine in battatle, by Ni- 
nus king of zabilon, which deſcended of his rate, by his ſon 
Chus. Thus (quod Folly) loſt my friend Cham, ſurmamed 
Zoraſtes, Saturne of Aegypt, the common enimie of God ( 
man, and one of the mot peruerſe # vatowardoeſt Trans, 
that euer was in the woz ld. 

J gouerned nel the ſecond king of Babilon, and his ſonne 
Ninus : into whoſe heads J put a diſo2dinate raging, ſo that 
they deſtred to liue alone in the woꝛld. And to bing this ta 
palle, I counſelled them to chatinge and tat off the golden 
age, which would haue all things common, prateable, and 
in quyet, Heere vnto they armed themſelues by all poſſible 
meanes, vndertaking to ſpople Sabatius Saga, lurnamed Sa- 

turne, Ring and Patriarch of Armenia, ſo made and oꝛdei⸗ 
ned by his grandfather Noah, The ſame Sabutms was ſon 


to Chus, and bꝛother to Nem roth, whom Molſcs talled Saba - 


tha in Bebꝛue, which in Latine is Saturnus. 

Then the ſaid Sabatius king of Armenia, hauing hardly 
eſcaped the hands of Bel t Ninus, he went fo; refuge to his 
Grandfather Noah into Italy made Noah king and Patri- 
archof the Aborigenes, g founded him a Citie on the other 
fide of T ber, which he named Saturnia: As Virgil declareth 
in a Paſſage, where he ſaith thus: » 

Primus ab zthereozvenit Saturnus Olympo, 

Arma louis lugiens, & _ exſul ee 
Chat is: to ſax. i 
© Satarne the firſt from hetwiad bd fie, 

Eres of boves artillerie. 
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| He loſt his rule and regiment, 
And lead his life in baniſhment. 


2% Foz Bel the ſonne of Nemroth, was ſurnamed Jupiter, 
And it is not likely to be true that ſome ſaies, that the ſams 
Saturne that was chaſed away by Iupiter, was Nemroth the 
king of Crete: but the Bible ſaith, that he was king of Ba- 
bilon, which was far diſtantfrom the Alle of Crete. Jn thole 
dates, they tearmed the chiefe man in euery houſe, Saturne : 
their ſonnes Iupiter 02 Ioues: their danghters Iunoes, and 
their nephewes, Hercules: ſo that, we finde in auntient 
e many people named Faturnes, Ioues, and Her- 
Alles. 

But to my purpole (dus Folly)the aboue named Ninus 
(by my tounſell) after the death of his father Bel, cauſed his 
Picure and ſtanding Image fo be made,commaunding eue⸗ 
rie manner of perſon, to dae homage vnto the Adolls ol his 


father and mother, and to adoꝛe them with diuine woꝛſhip: 


and ſo he was as you haue heard, the firſt inuentoz of à do⸗ 
latrie. J gouerned Tiphon the ſonne of Cham, in whom all 
his fathers vices abounded. He malitionfly ennicd the pꝛo⸗ 


ſperitie of his bꝛother Oſiris, ſurnamed lupiter the iuſt, who 


was a great perſecutoz of ty2ants. Jt angred _— Fol- 


ly)that fo honeſt a man lined, Then Jcauſcd © lan; with 


other Giants to murder Oſiris, inſomuch that yphon cut 
him in rrvj. peeces, and beſtowed them vpon other Giants 
that helped him to woꝛke his feate. But the god Hercules 


of Lybia, the ſonne of Oſiris with the helpe of his other bze-. 


theren, in fonghten fielde kilde Typhon the Gyant,and the 
other Ty2zaunts, which conſented to his Fathers death. 
1 gouerned(quod Folly)one 


counttis is now called Cindic. But fozaſmuch as d Greeks 
lyars, t other w2iters both Latin t French, to enlarge their 
lyes and dꝛeames, attribute that. vnto this Iupiter,often- 
times, which appertaine not vnto him, J would haue you 
marke well, that in thoſe daies, p kings childzen « fathers of 

familles wer called W rn and en ther

Jupiter king of Crete, which 
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are th: of that name renowmed,as we finde in Viſkozies. 
The firlt was Oſiris the nephew of Noah, the ſon of Cham: 
who was no leſſe god then his father was euill. That lu- 
piter begate great Hercules of Lybia: who was King of 
Spaine, Fraunce and Italy . This great Hercules was like 
vnto his father, a great perſecutoz of Tpꝛaunts thꝛough- out 
all the wozld. Ve begate of Araxa, the young Tuſcus, King 
ol Tuſcane, and Italy. | | 
This Tuſcus begate Altirus Blaſcon, of whom was be⸗ 
: gotten camboblaſcon , which was (as ſome ſay) ſurnamed 
p the ſecond Iupiter, and wozſhipped in the wozld. Now this 
1 Camboblaſcon ſurnamed lupiter, begate vpon Ele ct ra the 
daughter of Atlas, ſurnamed Italus (of whome yet Italy $ 
N beareth the name) Iaſius and Dardanus . This the lpeng 
b Greclans, and many other triflers, attribute vnto lupiter 5 
f of Crete : which matter is in controuerſte, and may be de⸗ f 
nied. Foz Dardanus after he had killed his bzother Iaſius 5 
by enuie and treaſon, he fledde into the Alle of Samos, and 1 
from thence into Phrigia, where he founded a Citie called 
Dardania, where be begate aſonne called Erictonius , and 
of him lineally deſcended Tros, who gaue the Citie Darda- 
nia the name of Troye. ne 1:4 tle 
This ſame T ros had th2e& childzen, Illius, Aſſaracus, aud 
Ganimedes, which Ganimedes was taken by Tantalus, the 1 
king of high Phrygia, t ſold vnto lupiter of Crete, to be abu- | 
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ſed like a Sodomit: which argueth that he begate not Dar- 
danus the great grandfather of Ganimedes, The firſt Iupi- 


ter then you may perceine, was Oſiris, Nephew to Noah: * 1 
? whom Moſes named Mcſraim, The ſecond Camboblaſcon, | | 
5 king of Italy, which ſome ſay alſo had bene king of Athens 1 
| and of Arcadie: but J thinke that Iupiter of Arcadie, ho F 
begat Lacedemon, is ſome other beſide camboblaſcon, Bows = 5 
ſoeuer the caſe ſfandeth, certaine it is, that Iupiter, Ioues, 1 


Oſiris, and Camboblaſcon, were contraries. 
The thirde Iupiter renowmed in the woꝛlo, was J 
Ringe of the Ille of Crete: who bare in his Scut- 0 
chin and Coate-Armour, an 37 but in his manners 
. he i 
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he was altogether giuen to Folly, Foz be deflow2ed Uir⸗ 
gias. he ramthed wiucs, abuſed poung childzen, and com⸗ 
mitted all kinde of villanie that was poſſible, either to bee 
ſpoken oz done. He committed adulterie with Aicmena the 
wife of Amphitrio, of whome he begate little Hercules ot 
Greece: he did the like with Laxda the wife of Tindarys, of 
whom alſo he begate faire Helen. J loath to fell what de- 
flowzings and rapes, he offered thʒuſt vpon diuers perti⸗ 
cularmaidens,t faire young childꝛen. But not withſtanding 
his vile life (quod Folly) hy my meanes the rude people made 
him a God, many falſe liars haue attributed vnto him, the 
noble derdes of the god Patriarch Noah, and his Nephew 
Oſiris, ſurnamed Iupiter the iuſt. 

Pozeouer,they did not oncly offer ſacrifice vnto him, but 
alſo gaue him the title and name of Molt excellent good, 
wheceas inded he was moſt euill: foz he was an inceltuoys 
and Sodomitital perſon, and a common enimie to chaſtitie 
and honeſtie, inſomuch that people openly in their ſtage- 
plaies, tounterfetted, ſung and deſtanted vpon the filthy le⸗ 
cheries and other villanies which he vled, affirming that 
ſuch Ant icques and Pageaunts were moſt fit and agræable 
vnto him. By meanes whereof, all his ſubiccts gaue them⸗ 
ſelues to the ſame, ſaieng, that it was as fit fo2 them ſo to 
lyue, as foz their great God Iupiter. J gouerned little Her- 
cules of Greece, otherwiſe called Alceus, the baſtard ſonne 
vnto the lame lupiter, whom he had by Alcmena, the wiſe 
of Amphitrio. Unto this ſame. Hercules,the lieng Greekes 
full of vaine eloquence giue the name & title of great Her- 
eules of L ybia, Which is moſt falſe. Foz that Hercules of 
Greete, was the ſirit Pyꝛate that euer roued on the Seas. 
and abounded with all vice, following the ſteps of his Fa⸗ 
ther Iupiter the adulterer, in all reſpeas: and as bee liued, 
euen ſo he died. 

. Foz being mad (aith Seneca)he ficw his wife w childzcn,x 
afterwards burned himſelfe. But a litle befoze his death he 
made U hiloctetes ſweare, z he wold neuer diſcloſe his death, 


no2 bu manner yo be had befowed bimlelle: which thing be 
did 
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Did ot a vaine, arrogant, pꝛoud, : ambitious minde, euen to 
this end, that the people might repozt and beleuc that the 


Gods had dzawne dim vp to heauen inuifibly:but it chaun⸗ 
ced not as he deſtred. Pet notwithſtanding ( quoth Fol- 
10 J perſwaded the lienge Greckes that it was ſo, 4 made 
them wozlhip him as a God. 

J gouerned faire Paris, king Priams ſonne , whole ſur⸗ 
name was Alexander. At the firſt he made no accompt of 
me, but leading a contemplatiue lyfe, he followed the loze of 
Pallas, the Goddeſſe of wildome, mine aduerſarie:but when 
Iuno, Pallas, and Venus, wer at ſtrife foz the golden Ball, 
which was thzowne amongeſt them (with condition that the 
faireft of them ſhould haue it) they committed the matter to 


the indgement of Pairs, ſurnamed Alexander: who was vp⸗ 


pon the point to giue ſentence in the behalfc of Pallas, mine 
enimie: but by my perſwaſion, after war os he gaue it vnto 
Venus, inp go friend, and of olde acquaintaunce } then foz 
recompenſe ot his foliſh iudgement, J counſailed him to 
gee to Orecce, where pe rauiſhed faire Helen. Hærevpon the 
Greckes in a great and mad rage pꝛepared all tbeir fozce 
againſt the I royans,and after ten peares ſiege againſt their 
Citie,they twke Ilion, put king |'riam to death,inſomuch 
that the whoie Realme was defaced. 

In that warres were killed many Pꝛinces and noble 
knights, as H ector, Achilles, : Paris alſo was ſlaine by Phi- 
loetes (the companion of the leſſe Hercules,) in a combat 
fought bande to hande. The weapons Which they ved 
were Bowes and fozked Arrowes, wherewith Pluloctetes 
wounded Paris in thze& places. Firſt in his left had,ſccondly, 
in his right eie, thirdly, in both his legs, which wer faſtened 
with the ſtroke together. Bering thus wounded, the Troy- 
ans carried him into their Citie, where ſhoztly after bee 
dyed. 

J gouerned(quoth Folly)faire Helen the baſtard daugh⸗ 
ter ok the third lupiter of Greece, begotten of Læda the 
wife of Tindarus, which Helen by my counſell, went from 
ber — Wan and ſuffered her ſelſe to be rauiſhed 
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or a vong lecherous Troyan named Paris, ſurnamed Ale. 
ander, the ſonne of king Priam, She bzought blond 4 death 


to Troye, in ſt&de of dowzie, Foz by her occaſion Troy e 
was deltroyed,and Priam with the moſt part of his childzen 
killed. And to the ende, that her adulterous mate pa- 


ris 02 Alexander, ſhould not leaue her, and goe to his owns 


lawfull wife Pegaſis Enone , ſhe bewitched him with cer⸗ 
tcine dꝛinkes, wherein ſhe was her crafts Piles : which 
tricke when one doth vſe, he is in ſuch caſe that he fo:gets 
all things paſt,and all ſozrowes pzeſent . When ſhe was 
thus arriued at Troye , the god man her huſbande Me- 
nalaus, with Vliſſes, and other Greeke ambaſſadours, came 
to fetch her awaye : and king erimamus tommaunded that 
ſhe ſhould be bꝛought into his pꝛeſence, offering vnto her 
franklye with lowde voice, that ſhe ſhould (if che thought 
god)frely and with full libertie depart againe into Greece, 
with all her retinue, people, and pelfe.UWherevntothe aur 
ſwered,in the hearing of her huſband and king Priam, with 
the reſt of his counſel,and commons , that ſhe was not viſ- 
poſed to retire to her countrie , wiſhing alſo that ber huſ- 
band Menelaus,that god man, might go to God, foz ſhe was 
none of his wife,neither would ſhe hane to doe with him : 
and that ſhe came not to Troy againſt her will, neither did 
the eſtceme of his marriage. 

To conclude, at length Troy by treaſon was taken, and 
raunſackt.rviii.yeares after the had bene from her hulband, 
and all that ſpace had lined in lecherie with two adulte⸗ 
rers, che grew to agreement,and made peace with her buſ- 
band Menelaus, But when the wared olde, ſhe loked in a 
GlaCe,and ſ&ing her face farre from faire,ſhe fel in a lowd 
laughter, and flouted at the foles that fought ten pears to⸗ 
gether, foꝛ the loue of a thing that faded ſo ſone away, but 
when ber huſband Menelaus was dead, two chiefe men of 
p citie of Sparta,named Nicoſtratus, x Megapentus, men of 


great authozitie,hunted Helen out of p citie i realme of La- 


cedemonia, without appointing vnto her any place dꝛ pꝛoui⸗ 


aof to "ap ber. hogs wh baniſhmet ſhe came fo Rhods, 
| to 
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dia bir auncient cõpanion friend, quiene Polypo, which was 
allo then widow, by realon of p death of hir huſband Tlepo- 
| lemus, who was ſlaine befoze Troy, And when ſhe was at 
Rhods,quene polypo vſed ber very well, but the pong gen- 
tle women hir waiting maides, hated hir deadly: foz y ſhe 
was the cauſe Þ their king Tlepolimus was kild:inſomuch p 
bpon a day they conſpired together againft hir,x gat bir into 
a garden, where then faſtening a rope obout hir neck, hung 
bir vpon a tre «4 ſtrangled hir to death, This was þ miſera⸗ 
ble end of Helen, who being dead ( quoth Folly) J put into 8 
| beavsofp blind people,y ſhe was a Goddeſſe, by reſon of hir 
g incomperable beauty. Foz which cõſideratid, they being, not 
5 onely Jdolatroudly e heretically, but alſo dampnably decei⸗ 
| ued, built hir a meruailous coſtly e ſtately temple, i namen 
ber, with great deuotion, The Goddeſſe of beautie, f deui⸗ 
ſed many fall miracles x lies, ö which foz bzenity J let paſſe, * 
IJ gouerned (quod Folly) Pharao Amenophis, ( Pharao Boc- 
choris, both kings of Aegipt: who by my counſel cauſed al Þ Exo. i. 
male childꝛen of þ Jews ta be dzowned, which people þ firſt 
Pharao held in meruelous ſubiediõ. As foz p ſecod,J inlkruc- 
ted him ſo well, he would not ſuffer p childꝛen of Iſrael to 
depart out of his land, but in 5 end, being ſcourged by God, . 
be was conſtrained to let them go, t when they were gone, 
z AI gaue him counſell, in reueng, to purſue them with al his 
chiualrie 4 power of Aegypt, which thing he did: but þ ty⸗ 
rant x al his copany wer d2owned in p red ſea. 4 gouerned 
Chore, Dathan, and Abiron, counſelling them not to obeye 
the comma undement of Moſes, whome God had ozdeiney . 16. 
_cbiefe gouernour over the childzen of Iſrael, but Chore, in 
offering Jnſence confrarie to his office, was atteinted, and 
Foo. moꝛe of his faction with bim. And fo2 the rebellion 
' of Dathan and Abiron, the earth opened, inſomuch that they =

; liue. J gouerned Saule, the firſt king of Iſrael . At the be? 26.3": 
ginning ol bis reigne, dee was god and godlye, but at 
laſt I enchanted bim, ſo that de cauſed many of Gods P20- 
| phets to be killed, inſomuch p in one day he put to death. 85. 
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T be firſt part of the voyage | 
J toumtailed him to perſecute god Dauid', 4 to aſke coun» 
ſell of witches and ſozcerers contrarie to Gods la we. Then 
at the laſt, being fo:ſaken of Ood, he was banquithed with 
the ohihſtincs, and with bis own hands flew pimſelle en 
the mount of Gelboa, x 
J was alſo ſo bold as to enter info king Dauids houſe, 
and by my connſell J made him commit adulterie with 
Berſaba tie wife of Vrias. And notwithſtanding that Vrias 
was his faithful ſeruaunt, and god counleltout,pet J gaue 
him counſell to kill Vrias , by meanes whereof his ſinne 
might be couered in marrieng of his wife . Fo2 the which 
offence the Pꝛophet Nathan diſcloſed mie, ſo that my further 
meaning bzake ol, and euer after J was baniſhed his houſe, 
I Alſo gouerned his ſonne Abſalon, who after he had kil- 
led his bꝛother Amon, made warre with his Father, and 
dzave him to Hierulalem, being nothing aſhamed to en⸗ 
ter the houſes of all his Fathers concubincs , and to lye 
with them: but an Dke did execute iuſtice vpon that wic⸗ 
ked childꝛfoꝛ when he thought to eſcape with his Moile, the 
tree caught him faſt by the haire of bis head, till Iacob came 
with a Lawunce and killed him, 
Z JF alſo governed Roboam king Salomon ſonne, 
who vnrealonably grieucd and oppzeſſed his people with 
taxes, and impoſts : inſomach that when they requeſteo to 
bane it ſomewhat eaſed, he did not oncly denie their petiti⸗ 
ons, but alſo gaue them vncurteous language, followinge 
tbe counſell of his pong wanton Gentlemen, rather then 
the wiſe admonitions of his graue connſailours,by which 
meanes he loſt the tenth part of his Nealme. | 
J goucrned the great Qneene Jezabel,by whoſe aduiſe- 
king Achab her huſband woꝛchipped the Idoll, Bale, and 
"cauſed god Naboth to be killed. She perſecuted the Pꝛo⸗ 
phets of God, and made manie of them to be put to death, 
She: ſought by all meanes to diſpatch god Elias, but as her 
lpſe was euill, ſo was her death; ſhamkull. Foz the falling 
from a high winde we, was onertroden with ern ſtet, and 
eaten bp of danges, 188282 4 
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of the wandering knight. 


J gouerned Sardanapalus,the laſt king of the Aſsirians, 
who regarded not the gouernment of his Realme, but liued 
altogether in deligbts. He vſed to paint his face, and to appa- 
rell himſelfe in womans appareil, he ererciſed himſelfe in 
all kinds of vilanie and filthineſſe, inſomuch that when he 
ſawe that he was fo2ſaken of the greateſt part of his peo- 
ple,y he had verie euill luck in battell againſt bis enimies, 
and ſtode vpon no ground free from daunger of death, Jt 
chaunced one day that being in the towze of Babilon, he ſet 
it on fire, and there burned himlſelfe and all that ener be had. 
J gouerned Cambiſes king of Perſia, the ſonne of god king 
Cirus, who by my counſel was giuen to gluttonie and dꝛon⸗ 
kenneſſe, with other viles, not beſeming a P2ince. Upon a 
time Praxaſpes, one of his moſt excellent counſailours,ſeeing 
him immoderatly bibbing,reuerently told him that it was 
not Pꝛince like: whereat the king was wzoth, t commaiided 
him to ſend foz his poungeſt ſonne, who being bzought, Cã- 
bices cauſed Praxaſpes to tie him to a tre, ſaieng: It 1 canne 
hit the heart of thy ſonne with my arrow out of my long 
bow, is it the feate of a man that is dronke 2 So Cambices 
ſhot, and cloue the childs heart in ſunder, ſhewed it vnto the 
father, with a warning to take herde how to iudge his liege 
Loꝛd, dꝛonke. Then J made him marrie his owe nafurall 
ſiſter, and to kill his owne bꝛother. It foztuned vpon a daye, 
that as the king t the Qucene his ſiſter were at the Tas 
ble, foꝛ his paſtime and recreation ſake. he had a young Lt- 
on let loſe, and a mightie maſtiefe 02 band dogge that the 


king kept. Theſe two fought ſo long till at laſt the dog was 


lpke to haue the woꝛſt. Mithin the ſight of this game, an 
other maſtiefe was tyed in a chaine, both bꝛed of one bitch, 
this band dogge, bꝛake his chaine in haſt, and came to helpe 
his fellowe, inſomuch that theſe two dogges ouercame and 
kilde the Lpon. The king liked well of the loue and loial⸗ 
tie of thcſe two Dogges, but the QNucene beeinge mouen 
thereat, beganne to wepe tenderlye . Which when Cam- 
biſes ſawe, he aſked the cauſe of her ſozrowe, to whole de⸗ 
maunde the Queene aunſwered in = ſozte.

t Herodias, to accomplith their lechcrie, J coupled them in 
marriage, albeit the was his bzothcr Philips wife, which vn⸗ 
lawfull marriage Saint lohn repzchending e finding fault 
with all,foz ſo doing, had his head cut off. J governed Pi- 
late, Annas, & Caiphas, in Hieruſalem, with many Doctoꝛs, 
Pꝛieſts, Stribes & Phariſes: J counſelled them to crucifis 
Chꝛiſt, vet weene two theeues, as if he had bene a ſower of 
ſedition: which being done, 3 thought then that J had won 


all the wozld, but wben Jſawe y vpon the third day after 


he aroſe againe contrary to mp reckoning, J loſt a greate 
number of clients æ ſubiccts,who hearing p Apoltles pꝛeach, 
quite abandoned and gaue me over, 

J gouorned Nero, the ſixt Emperour of Rome, who at p 
beginning of his reigne was god and vertuous, but after he 
had poſſeſſed the Cmpire fige peares, he became moſt cuill 
and wicked, and was given to lecherie and filthineſſe, This 
ma was a murtherer. he flew his wife, his mother, s diuers 


other honeſt perſons, of which number Seneca was one :hee 


was the firſt perſecutour of the Chꝛiſtians, and put many 
god men to death, as fo2 cxample, Saint Peter 4 S. Paule, 


with other. But this tyzantpeing bpon a time bngarded.s 
wan⸗ 


of the wandering knight. 


wanting about him his lieftenants  Chaptaines of warre, 
the Senato2s and ſtates of Rome ſought meanes to puniſh 
him: foz anger whereof he killed himſelfe , and the ſoul. 
diers that were ſent to ſeke him,founde him dead in the 


field. 
Jgouerned Antoniae Baſkian Caracalla , the ninetcetenth 


Emperour of Rome, who by my counſcll killed his bꝛother 
Geta: beſides that, he married his ſtepmother, : deſired Dom- 
pinion (the great Lawier) to excuſe his murther. Who ann 
twered him, [hat he was not ſo willing to excuſe a murtlie- 
rer, as he was to diſcloſe him: the Emperour vnwozthy: of ſo 
god an anſwere,kilde the Lawier. 

I gouerned Varius Heliogabilus, the. xri . Empe- 
rour of Rome „ who by my counſell lined ſo diſo;d2red - 
Ip, that be left behind him no memozie of boneſt life, but in⸗ 


famy x ſhame, This mans own ſouldiers ſlew him, : thzew 


him into a ditch, A becauſe his body would not ſinke to the 
bottome, they dꝛagged him out againe with a hoke, 1 hur⸗ 
led him into the riuer of Tiber. J gouerned (quoth Folly ) lu- 
lian Apoſtata, the. rrrix , Emperour of Rome, who in his 
thought was ſo wile,x well ginen,that he was made Reas 
der in the Church of Nico media. This man trauailed to A- 
chens, where he ſtudied Philoſophie, but he ſtaide not long 
in that god purpoſe, foꝛ by the counſell of me Folly, he rey 
nounced the Chꝛiſtian faith, 4 became a renolt # an Jdola- 
ter. perſwaded him to perſecute the chꝛiſtians, leaſt they 
ſhould encreaſe ſeauen foꝛ one: moned him alſo by my ſub⸗ 
tile deuite, to rot and weed them out quite, which thing bee 
meant to doe, but he was kilde within two peares after, 
being flaine in Perſia, and yeelding vp his euill ſpirit, he lif- 
ted vp his blondte hand to heauen, in contempt #4 deſpite of 
Jeſus Chzilt, making this out-crie.

greateſt partes of the wozlve . J gouerned Meſſaline, an 
Empzelle,the nobleſt whozt in the wozlde, who being but 
newly married to Claudius, fift Emperour of Rome (an old 
gentleman) when ſhe found by pꝛofe that her huſband was 
inſufficient & vnable to ſatiſie her lecherous defires,by my 
(counſell)oftentimes ſhe diſguiſed her ſelfe into mens appa⸗ 
rell, and went to the common Stewes, wheras ſhe abuſed 
her body with a great number, returning backe no better 
then a bitch, and vaunted that ſhe had vanquiſhed and gone 
beyond all the whozes in the houſe of bawderie.

He perſecuted the Pꝛophets, 4 lew innumerable 
innocents:amongſt all which he cauſed the Pꝛophet Elay to 
be ſawne inpeces. Jn the end he was take by the enimies, 
and lead captiue to 3abilon, But when he was in his extre⸗ 
mitie, he acknowledged his offences, i aſked fozgiucneſle of 
God, of whom he was receiued into fanour, x reſtozed to his 
kingdome againe. The people of Niniuc whom God thzea⸗ 
tened by p Pꝛophet Ionas, vtterly to deſtroy foꝛ þ multituve 
fo2 their ſins, they repented pꝛaio:t ſo God foꝛgaue them, 
The Samaritane alſo & the Cananite, notwithſtanding their £*4e 7 
bo2rible ſins, when they aſked God mercy, he fo2gaue them. 
g ES. diuers other publicans,vpon their repẽ⸗ 7%. . 
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taunte vere recciucd into fatiour , Peter Mike his Pal- 
ſer th2& times, t gaue bimſelf to the diuell if he knew hum, 
wht he wept bitter ly foz his ſins, he was received into mer⸗ 
cy. The theefe allo vpon the crollc,being at point of death, eut᷑ 
this fellow, who lined vppon nothing but robberie, 4 man⸗ 
laughter all his life time, acknowledged his hainous ſins, 
aſking pardon, 1 God foꝛgaue him: yea , he obteined moze 
then he required. Foꝛ Chꝛiſt ſaid vnto him, 1 his day thou 
ſhalt be with me in Paradiſc, This is Gods pꝛopertie, euen 
to giue of his liberalitie moꝛe then men doe 02 can aſke,S; 
Paul was a blaſphemer t a perſecutoꝛ of Gods church, x pet 
he receiued mere y. God hath ſet downe ſuch perſons as erã⸗ 
ples fo2 ſinners, to þ end they ſhould not doubt of his mers 
cy:t to teach them) he doth not pardon offenccs foz þ merits 
of p ſinners, which are ſtarke naught, even when they are 
beſt, but fo2 his mercies ſake which is aboue all his woꝛks.

Goſpel made manifeſt,x clerly notiſied: but chiefly in þ vii. 
of Lulce. Mherin mention is made of a ſinful woman, lewd 
of life, c ill of name, contemned, deſpiſed, t abhoꝛred of men, 
whom ſwert Jeſus, did not onely receine to fauour, but alſo 
by inward x ſecret inſpiration dꝛew her to repentance, how 
t in what ſozt,heare 4 vnderſtand. The Goſpell ſaith, p ther 
was a Pharcſte furniſhed with falſe faith, 2 milled with a 
vaine opinion of holtnefſc : he was a great docour of law, t 
a renowned Juſticiarie, howbeit weak in faith, : pet rerie 
high minded. When our ſautour had one day pꝛeached 4x ins 
ſtructed the people by his diuine & holy dcctrine , exho2ting 
poꝛt ſinners to turne to God by repentance, vitering mas 
ny parablcs and ſimilitudes:as the pꝛodigall child, the loſt 


ſhepe, r ſuch like, what elſe doth he declare g ſignifle, but 5 


be is inclined fo compallian,rcadie to haue mercie, t to re⸗ 
teiue into fauour all repentant ſinners. The pꝛoud Phareſre 


pꝛaied him to come into his houſe & to dine with him. The 


god Lozd which had faken vpon him mans nature,and was 
boꝛne foꝛ yp ſaluation of all, denied not this pꝛoud fellows re⸗ 
queſt, neither refuſed to enter into his houſe , although ha 
was ainbitious, but down at þ table ſat y ſon of God, made 
man, ſo: 5 ſaluatis of men. He was conucrſant among men, 
he did eate # d2tnk with men, he offred himſelfe a helper to 
euerpone, ſhewing vnto al his godnes, without exception of 
any. Now he being ſet at p table, ther came one vnto hun in

But yet in the 
ſight of God ſhe was in great honour,not becauſe ſhe was 
an hainous ſinner, but becauſe ſhe was pꝛedeſtinated 4 elec⸗ 
ted of God from p begin ning to reigne with him in bis bea⸗ 
nenly kingdome, | 
This woman hearing by repoꝛtithe renowne of our re⸗ 
dermer, a that he ſhewed himſelfe ſwete and bonnfiful to all 
ſtaners,defending them againſt the malitious llaunders F 
mocks of the pꝛoud and arrogant Phareſies,# pzomiſing to 
eucry one that beleucd in him the kingdome of heuen:this 
woman was inſpired both outwardly andinwardly by our 
Lo2d 4 Dauiour Jeſus Chzilt,to ſe & heare him pꝛeach. The 
did ſhe byoutward (peach erpzclle , how ſhe was inwardly 
affected 4 moned in minde, x leeing her ſonle ſoꝛe ſicke 4 dif- 
eaſed;her heart full of iniquitie and ſinne, her conſcience de⸗

pꝛeſenting the Faith, Hope, and Charitie , lodged in ber 
heart.

Our Loꝛd in pꝛopounding this queſtion, deſircd allo to 
beale this Pharcſie. Fo2 if he had denied if, Jeſus woulde 
baue eaten none of his meate. Theſe two debtours were Si- 
mon andthe ( Gnfull woman. The ſinfull woman nat onely 
by the iudgemenz of the ſanders by, but alſo by hir owne 
confefſion,acknowledged hir ſelf moze indebted than Simon, 
t Simon leſfle indebted then ſhc,bccauſe he thought himſelf 


to haue lee ſinned then d woman: dea, he reputed himſelf 


righteous in reſpec of hir, The creditour is our L oꝛd God, 
who lendes and giues vs his giftes both tempoꝛall and ſpi⸗ 
rituall to intereſt, dilburſfing to one fiue talents,to another 
two, and to another one. Now then is ſignificd by the iudg⸗ 
ment of Simon, that the woman was molt in debt to Ged, 
vnto whom he foꝛgaue molt. And becauſe ſhe loued God bet⸗ 
ter then Simon did, the deſerned againe of him to be better 
beloued, in that ſhe did moze god ſeruice to Ood, then Simon 
did, not withſtanding his meate. bs 

Whexcfoze the Lozd valucd the lone 4god will of this 
woman, e pꝛeferred it befoꝛe Sunons, repꝛehending him of 
his arrogancie, t ſaieng, Doeſt thou ſee this woman whom 
thou iudgeſt inore in debt then thy ſelfe? I entred into thy 
houſe, nd thou haſt not giuen me water to waſh my feete, 
but ſhe bath waſht them with teares, & wipt them with hir 
haire, though water was eaſier to be found the teares, Thou 


haſt notkaſt my mouth, but the hath kiſt my feet, I hou haſt 


not anointed my head with common ee . he hath as

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So thin by theſe! ſignes thou (ed) that The loues -me better 
then thou doeft; | Therefore I rel-thee that manye ſinnes

Ie Lo2d ſaid this,to beate downe the pꝛowde opinion 
of the ond Phariſie, not that he was bat little foꝛginen: 
but'becauſe Simon might khowe that he thenght ſo. Foz 
truſy, who fo tommittety moſt iinnes, he is mot indebted to 
God; and lo likewiſe of him that leaſt otfended. To ton⸗ 


clude, both the leſſe « the great fand in neede of Gods grace, 


vnto whom they cannot come of their owne ftrength + ver- 
tue. And as the greateſt ſinner referreth to God the remiſs 
ſion ot his ſimes : euen ſo ought the iulteſt man to doe al⸗

Jt was knowen that man 
could not fozgins finnes, but they belerued not that Jeſus 
Ch2iff was God: and therefoꝛe ſap thep, What fellowe is 
this that forgluath ſinnes? Theſe fealters were ſicke cf a 


deadly dileats,which they neither knew, noꝛ yet the reme dy 


to heale and doe them god. Js it not a madneſte that ſuch 
as are ſicke ſhould fall a laughing at them that are ſounde 
and in god health: So did the Phareſies laugh at Icius 
Chꝛiſt, and the woman, who were not ſicke : oz if ſhe were 
ſicke, ſhe acknowledged hir ſückneſſe, and ſonght helpe ol the 
Phiſition. At is moſt true, that a man cannot foꝛgiue ſins:

Trulp J confoſſe ; God 
is euerie where, but J denie him to dwel euerie where,x vet 
I know that by bis power 2 inuiũble pzeſence he is euerpe 
where, though not euerie where by the fulneſle of his great⸗ 
nes, f bis gifts:it follows then that he dwelleth not euer pe 
where. A pay vou what pꝛoũteth it the dampned, that he is 
in hell, by his power, iuſtice, ł vengeaunce? Surely by ſuch 
pꝛeſence of God they haue no iope, no conſolation, no benc⸗ 
fit,noz felicitie, fo2 that all are curſſed,in whome G DD 
dwelleth not by his grace, whatſoeuer they be, be they kings, 
Pꝛinces, oz Popes, who baue all other riches and delights 
in the woꝛ ld.

But ſome will ſaie that tber ſe god people in the wozld 
. oftentimes,ſuffer miſerie, depʒined of their gods, and put 
by the pleaſures of this wozld, which appeareth in the ſav- 
Ns nelſe of their countenaunces:foz they ſerme to be conceined 
with ſozrow,and as it were, to labour and trauaile in heaui⸗ 
nes, as 4 woman in chilo- birth. 4 confeſſe it to bs ſo, but pet 
if vou ſay that they are not furniſhed with all god & true 
iope and felicitie, vou erre greatly. Foꝛ the ſonereigne god

The iuſt man eſtemes golds and 
filaer to be couloured earth: wo2loly wealth, and toluptu- 
ous feeding, to be famine and filth : honour, digaitie,and dc- 
light, to be ſmoake, which the aire conſumeth ſodetnly:to be 
ſhoꝛt, he maketh all the woꝛld no better then an exile: and 
although his bodie be dcteined hore foz a ſcaſon, pet all his 


thoughts, cares, defires and meditatioa3, are conuer⸗ 


ſant among the oꝛders of holy Angels, and the happy allem⸗ 
bly of Saintes in heauen, finging Plalmes and pzaiſcs 
inceſſantipe , Do that whatſocuer we eſteme euill in this 
woꝛld, God turnes it to god. Foz he makes vs rctoyte in 
tribulatios,taking them foz medicines to purge our co2rups 
tions, and not accompting our perſecutoꝛs as our enimies:

wanton ſongs. Finallp. all p they doe 02 ſuffer, God turns 
it to god And therfoze . Paule ſaith, That all things tune 
to the good of theſ: that loue God: The cpe never ſeth, 
the eare neuer hbeareth, the heart of man neuer biderfan- 
deth the great godneſſe and the iope that Cod brings into 
the bodie, when he connneth by grace to dwell in it onely he 
that hath had erpericute once, knoweth it. Moꝛldlings doe 
wonder te ſee tte iuſt man wepe and lament, to ſuffer tribu⸗ 
lationg, ĩ to be depꝛiued of all woꝛldly pleaſure:they eſteeme 
the gods of this wozid to be y true felicitiezmuch like vnto 
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a. bilde man, taking vpon him fo iudge of contours Foz 
they compare falſe felicitie & wozldly wealth, with beauenly 
riches and perfect happineſfe, whereas indede they are but 
thadowes. Nothing diſplcaſeth the elect moze then ſinne , & 
that which leadeth to ſinne : nothing pleaſeth the elect but 
God and that which leadeth to God. 

As concerning the ſoule, no man tan denie. if he hate ſin, 
and lone vertue,but that he had rather loſe all that is in 
the wozlde,then loſe vertue, and ſuffer all manner of to2- 
ments, then to commit ſinne : he had rather deſcende into 
hell with vertue,then mount vp into heauen with ſinne. 
Foz where vertue is, there is quietneſſe : Contrariwilſe, 
where ſinne is, there can be no reſt. Let euerie one therefoze 
labour to loſe woꝛldly happineſſe, if he meane to atchieue 
vertue, wherein conſiſteth ſo much god neſſe. 

But many makeno account to come thether, and ſo care 
not fo; louing vertue, betauſe indeede they know not vertue. 
Whherefoze Vaderſtanding deſcribeth her, and her ſeauen

| The third Chapter, 
>4 ) Aithis a Tent we beleeve that Faich, 


> which we ſee not. When it is ſatd that Faith 
is a vertue, it is moſt manifeſt that Faith is 
the pure gifte of God, whereby we belene 
that which we ſ& not. But pet it followeth 
not that we ſhould beleue all that we here 
and ſve not: but this is ment onely in things touching Re- 
ligion and the true woꝛſhipping of God. Faith is pꝛoperly of 
things apparent, fo2 apparent things haue no faith, but a 
certaine demonſtration: as when our Loꝛd ſaid to Thom 58, 
Becauſe thou haſt ſeene thou beleeueſt. Pek Thomas be- 
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leut moze then he ſawe, foꝛ he ſawe a man, and he bele⸗ 
ued that the lame man was God alſo, which he ſawe not: 
foꝛ he ſaid, Thou art my God, and my Lord, In this con- 
ſiſteth the merite of faith, when a man at p commandement 
of God beleencth that thing which be ſ&thnot. To beleue 
(ſaith Saint Auſten) is to thinke vppon a thing, with cons 
ſent to that thought: as when thou thinkeſt the Son of God 
was bozne of a Uirgin, + had toke mans nature vpon him, 

x conſenteſt to » thought, it is pꝛoperly called beliefe. This 


| konnt may*ome often by ſeeing , and often by hearing. 


And therefoze Saint Paule ſaith, that Faith commeth by 


hearing, and hearing by the word of God, Ye vnderſtands 


that by hea ring, Faith comes into the minde and thought, ik 
we conſent therevnto. Foꝛ we maye beholde a P2eacher, 


without conſenting to that he ſaith,becauſe men doe not al⸗ 


waies belæue what the Pꝛeacher ſpeaketh, foꝛ Þ the conſent 
wherin conſiſteth the perfection of Faith, comes of the mere 
gift of God, 4 not from ſ&ing noz hearing, but frb the light of 


grace ſpeking in the ſoule of the belæuer, beleeuing the pꝛin⸗ 


cipal teuth, which is God, 4 wozking in him a conſent 4 a⸗ 
greement w that pꝛincipal x ſouereign trurh aboue al other 
things. So that Faith is a foundation vnmoueable, both of 
belæucrs, and of truth, by the which Faith, when it is iop⸗ 
ned with Charitie,our Lo2d Jcſus Chꝛiſt, who is the onely 
foundation of true bleſledneſſe, dwelleth 1 in the hearts of the 


belceners, and ſo long as Faith is in man, he ſhal be ſure not 


to periſh, but Faith without Charitie is no foundation, be⸗ 
cauſe ſuch Faith is vaine and vnp2ofitable, 

Faith then iopned with Loue oz Charitie belongs to god 
Chꝛiſtians: and Faith without Loue belongs to cuill Chzi- 
ſtians. It is necellarie therfoꝛe, tbat we note the difference 
in theſe thꝛe ſaiengs oꝛ ſpeaches, namely: To belcene a 
God, th beleene of God, and to belecue in Gm, 

Ts belæut of (50d.1s fo belæue that all is true which 
God ſaith,+. ſo beleene the euill Chꝛiſtians al well as the 
amd: vulelle they be Beretikes. 


To belteuc a 7 to belæue that he is the oncly true and

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almightie God, and ſo the Dinells doe bel&ue , as well as 
the euill Chꝛiſtians. But to belæue in God, is to loue God, 
and to truſt in God, and in belceuing to iopne thy ſelfe to 
God, by loue and obedience, incoꝛpoꝛating the with his mc- 
bers, that is to ſap, his Church. 

This Faith iuſtiſieth and maketh righteous the ſinner, 
and thts Faith being knit with Louc and with Charitie be- 
gins to doe god deedes, which cannot be done without cue, 
The Faith which euill Chꝛiſtians haue, is indede a qualy- 
tie of fre will, but it is not knit with Loue and Charitie, 
which is the bonde of perfection, and the life of Faith , as 
Faith is the life of the ſoule. And pet ſuch an valhapen Faith 
being naked and voide of Charitic,may be termed a gift of 
God; foꝛ that the euill man may haue ſome gifte of God : 
but that cannot pꝛoperly be called Vertue, becauſe that by 
Vertue, we learne to liue rightly: and foz that the Dinels 
and euill Chꝛiſtians doe line wickedly,it is a ſigne that the 
faith which they haue is dead, and therekoꝛe is not pꝛoperly 
Vertue, no pet a woꝛke of Vertue, It thou wilt then haue 
thy Faith to be god and wholeſome, it muſt haue foure p20- 
perties, that is to ſap, it muſt be plaine and ſimple, it muſt 
be whole and ſound, it maſt be conſtant and vnmouable, it 
mult be quicke and liuely. Touching the firſt, that it muſt 
be plaine and ſimple, that teacheth ther thus much in effec, 
that thou mult beleeue the wozd of God plainly & ſimplp, t 
whatſoeuer is therein contained, without cnquiring oꝛ ſears 
ching in Gods myſticall matters by humaine reaſons: but 
ſimply beleuing in thy heart, that euerp thing contained in 
the holy Bible is moſt true. Secondly , thy Faith muſt be 
whole and ſound : that is to ſay, thou mult not take parte 
with heretikes, oꝛ leane to the erronious opinions of the cnt- 
mies of Gods truth: foꝛ this is no god oz wholeſome Faith, 
And therefoze foz a teſtimonie of thy Faith, be not aſhamed 
to make open confeſſion in the congregation of thy beliefe, 
ſaieng with ß felowſhip # communion of Saints. J belæue 
in the holy Trinitie. s as d holy Church founded by Chaift, 


whereof ye is p head hath taught me, ſo do J frame my faith 


Thirdly: 
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Thirdlp, it muſt be conſtant and vamouable,that is to ſay, 
without doubting fo2 any reſon of mans bꝛaine that ſemeth 
tontrarie, noꝛ foꝛ any temptation, pꝛomiles oꝛ thzcatnings, 
tither of toꝛment 02 of death, And let not the obſtinacie of 
ſuch as inchaunt with the vaine pleaſures of this lite, al- 
though they liue moſt iopfullp. allure thee to leane fo their 
opinion, which is flat hereſie. Fo2 that is a wozk of Satans, 
who whoily poll. ſſes them, and can tranſfigure and chaunge 
himſelfe into an Angell of light to deceiue the ſimple and 
innocent, whom God permits to be tempted foz the triall 
of their tonſtancie. Not that he is ignoꝛaunt of the iſue.but 
becauſe he would haue it appeare to others, that he crowns 
vs with his gloꝛie, foꝛ our conſtancie and perſeueraunce. 

This is clcarely ſet downe by Moſes in the riy.of Deu- 
teren me, ald by Saint Peter in his ſecond Epiſtle and ſes 
cond Chapter, and by our Lozd and Sauiour Jeſus Chziſt 
in the 24.0f Mathew. And though we line in the latter 
times, when manie ſccs and crrours doe abound, and ver⸗ 
tue and truth in many places doth faile : Pet let vs liſten 
what our Lozd and Sauiour ſaith +: Whoſoeuer beleueth 
to the ende in be ſaued. Fourthly and laſtly, thy Faith 
mutt be quicke and liuelp, that is to ſape, it muſt be linked 
with oue and Charitic, which is the life of Faith, as the 
ſoule is the lite of the body . And thcrefoze abuſe not thy 
ſelſe,as ſome doe, ſaieng: J haue Faith, and J ſhall be ſaued 
whatſdeuer chaunce . No, no: aſſure thy ſelfe, that if thy 
Fatſi he not quickned with Lque and Charitie, it is nothing 
worth, and therefoze vnable to atchieue true bleſſedndſſe: 
as S. P.ulc wel noteth in the firſt Epiſtle the riy. chapter to 
the Corinths. Euen ſo, when our Loꝛd in the Goſpel attribu⸗ 
teth ſaluation vnto Faith, 1 O Paule iuſtification: this is to 
be vnderſtod of an holy liuely and Cuang:icall Faith, woz- 
king With aue and (haritie, 
| ke wile, our Lo2d and Sauiour, ſaith in the Gol⸗ 
poll, that , Hee which beleencth, and will be baptiſed, 
{111 bee Cane : this is meant of ſuch a Faith, as Love 


qui: keneth, and Þ Chapitic _ The holy Scripture in 
. many 
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many places erpzelleth : that None {hall be ſaued , vnleſſe,/ 


he obſerne and kepe the Commaundements of God. Now, 

none can kepe the Commaundements withont Loue and 
Charitic,Ergo none can be ſaucd without Loue and Chari- 
tie. The ſumme and effec of all is this, that whoſoeuer re- 
nounceth ſinne and wickedneſſe , imbzaceth a quicke and

It is commnnon to Faith and tiope, to be of things vaſene : : 
and vet Hope is diſtinguiſhed from Faith, not onely by 


name, but alſo by reaſon . Foz by Faith we beleeuc as _ 


euill things as god,that is to ſay, Peauen and Hell. 
belteue that Adulterie is a verie wicked ſinne , we 2— 
alſo Charitie is a very god thing: all theſe things god and 
bad we bel&ue, but we hope onely fo2 god things, and not 
fo2 bad. Againe, Faith is of things paſt, pꝛeſent, and to come: 
Fo2 we belene the death of Jeſus Chꝛiſt, which is paſt: we 
belæue alſo that at this pꝛeſent he ſits at the right hand of 
God the Father i in Heauen, and we belæue that Chꝛiſt ſhall 
come to iudge the quicke and the dead.

This is true that Faith hath an eye generallpe vnto 
that, which is ſpoken in holy Scripture, beleruing that all 
the pꝛomiles, without exception, which God made, ſhall bee 
accompliſhed, without deſcending to particular oz ſpeciall 
perſons : but Hope applieth vnto hir ſelfe thoſe ſame pꝛo⸗ 
miſes, waiting and hoping fo2 the accompliſhment of that 
which God hath pzomiſed. And therefoze it is requiſite foz 
allured ſaluation, tbat thou belæue thou ſhalf be ſaued,and 
but to hope lo is ſufficient, Foz Faith of and in it ſelfe i 1 
teth an infallible alluraunce and certaintie of things, as 
when we firinely beleue all the Articles of our true and 
Chaiſtian Fait! dagen all things conteined in the holy Scrip⸗ 
tures, to be moze certaine than man is man: but the ho⸗ 
ping of it is not ſo requiſite ,|Fo2 if we haue a firme affi- 
aunce in the godneſſe of God touching our ſaluation, and 


doubt [not j hob of the remiſſion of our ſinnes , it is 


Ther be two degrees in Hope, which are two contrary exo 
fremities. The one being the moſt higheſt is molt perfect e 
infailable aſſnraunce of cternall blegedneſſe, The other bes 
ing the baſeſt and loweſt is to deſpaire of ſaluation . Be⸗ 
twene theſe two ertremities conſiſteth Hope. But the 
mo2e Þ a man appꝛocheth to the higheſt extremitie, which is 
an infaileable aſſuraunce of eternall life, and the moze he 
retoileth from the baſeſt and loweſt extremitie, which is de- 


ſperation the moꝛe perfect is he in Hope . It ſufficcth the 


hoping man, that beleeucs i loues Ood, that be haue a firme 
affiaunce £ confidence,that Gov of his god grace will giue 
bim, whatſocger he hath pꝛomiſed vuto his elec, hoping that 
he is of their number. So it is neccCarily requiſite , that 
we haue a per led and an infaileable certaintic of our ſal⸗ 
2 ation , . | 
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- Nowz,foz that in the definition of Hope, it is (aid , that 
by hir we loke and hope foz the ſpirituall and eternal gods 
neſſe: it is to be noted, that nope hath two obicds, the firlt 
and the pꝛincipall, is God himlelfe, and the perfed intoying 
of his pꝛeſence. The other, is all the neceſſar ie meanes, to 
come vnto the cleare ſ&ing and inioying of Ood: and theſe 
meanes are, the remiſſion of our ſinnes , iuſtiſication, the 
help of Gods grace, Faith vnfained,and charitable derdes, a⸗ 
greablenes vnto God. Now all that we hope foz, we ought 
with pꝛaier deuoutly to craue of God, as his Kingdome, the 
remiſſion of our ſinnes, iuſtiſication, increaſe of grace and 
vertue, deedes of Faith and Charitie. 

But concerning godes tempoꝛall: fozaſmuch as we 
may vie them well and ill, they may be ſaide to hinder the 
ſaluation of man, rather then to further it. And therfoze the 
god Chꝛiſtian ought not to al ke them noz to couet the cxce(- 
ſigcly:indeed ſo much as wil neceCſarily ſerue him fo2 ſuſte- 
naunce in this life; he map lawfully af ke. And here by 


the wape. it is a leſſon wo2thy the learning, namely: that 


it is neceſlarie toꝛ vs to do god woꝛkes, betauſe it hath ple⸗ 
ſed God to inrich vs with gods, which godes onght well to 
be employed. Now vnto him pꝛoper ly belongeth the merits 
of the woꝛkes which he woꝛketh in vs. Foz all our god 
wozkes are the gifts of God : howbeit, he doth not denie vs 
bis grace, whereby we conſent to doe the god wozks,lybich 
be onely moueth in vs. 
And therefo2e euery one ought to the vttermolt that be 
is able, to du god works, cõſidering ij they come from God. 
who is the Authoꝛ of all god wozks,+ without who we are 
not able to think ſo much as one god thought, much leſſe do 
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a god deed, Foz otherwiſe to hope in doing ill to goe to hea- 


uen, without god woꝛkes ſpzinging from a firme Faith, is 

no Hope, but a flat pꝛeſumption. And therefoꝛe thou © iba 
feſt to enfozce thy ſelfe to do god woꝛks, hoping that then x 
thy woꝛks may be acceptable vnto God: neuertheles thou 


mulk not in any cale truſt pon thy merits 0z god works, 
D.y. but 
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but altogether vpon the infinite lone and gwodneſle of God, 


Foz otherwiſe thou falleſt into that curſſe , which the P20- 
phet ſpeaketh of,ſateng : Curſled is the man, that truſtcth 
in man: and contrariwife, happie is the man that truſteth 
in God. We ought alwapes to doe well, to delight in 
well doing, and to hope in the gadneſſe ol Gad, that he wil 
giue vs that which he hath pꝛomiled.

Foz 
the holy ſpirit being reſident in the ſoule, makes vs to lone 
Gad foz the loue of himſelfe, and our neighbour, ſoꝛ the loue 
of God. To loue God foz the loue of himſelfe, is to loue him 
koz his owne lake, and becauſe he — God. And that is to be

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done che wales, that! is to ſap, to loue God aboue all things 
entirelp, aboue all things ozderly, aboue all thinges pꝛeci⸗ 
dullpe. We will declare theſe thze waies of louinge 
O OD tze moze plainlye, that encrys. one mare knowe 
dow to loue God. 

To loue God entirely. is to baue a god will to God; 
and to reioycę greatly that he is ſuch a one as he is. But foz 
the better vnderſtanding beereof, it ſhall not be anuCe to 
ſhew what it is to loue. To loue is nothing elle, but to wiſh 
well to euerp body, as when J lone a man, J wiſh as well 
To him as 'to-himſelf, Now there are two manners of loue, 
one is called a conetous loue, as when a man loues anye 
thing foz his own p2ofitsſake,oz his pertitular honour: and 
in ſuch ſoꝛt men loue their bo2ſes , their victualles, and all 
other woꝛlolye neceſſaries. Dhe other loue is called the 
loue of friendſhippe,o2 of god will, as when one loues a 


thinge fo2 the loue of it ſelke, without reſped of pero 


ticular honour , oz p2ofite : as when J ſ a man wile 
and vertuous, J take pleaſure in him, and wiſhe that 


the vertues which are in him, maye not onelp bee conti⸗ 


nued but alſo increaſed in him, and this doe J beeings 
to him well affedionated, and louinge him with de- 
lyabtes. 1 

There is not in GO D anye god fhat is not [yke 
himſelfe, Foꝛ bis might, his wiſedome, his iuſtice, his mer⸗ 
cye,his riches and his godneſlc are heauenlye, as he him⸗ 
ſelfe is, who is all wiſe, all iuſt, all mercifull, all riche, 
and almightpe. So that we loue God aboue all things en- 
tirely, when we reiopte and be glad that be is as he is,with- :
